to house approximately 150 pupils 
in Didsbury, and a six-room school 
on the west side of the C.P.R. track 
at Carstairs, at a total cost of $466,- 
000. Council delayed any decision 
on the matter until after the an- 
nual meeting of the School Divi- 
sion to be held early in December. 

A grant of $10 was made to the 
Sundre School Fair. 

Const. W.B. Dobbin of Didsbury 
Was appointed inspector under the 
Child Welfare Act. 

The application to the Prairie 
Farin Assistance Branch was 
amended to include Township 28, 
Range 27, near Beiseker. 

George Youngs was appointed 
returning officer for the municipal 
elections, and the date of the an- 
nual meeting was set for Saturday, 
February 18, 1950, in the Lions’ 
Hall, Didsbury. Deputy returning 
officers and enumerators were also 
appointed, and the polling places 
designated, 

The annual tax sale will be held 
on December 13, 1949, and the up- 
set price of each parcel offered 
was fixed by Council, 

A report on road work showed 
that gravelling in Divisions 3 and 
6 was almost completed.
